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Excellent REPROOF of the VICE of GAMING. 
COURT of KING'’s BENCH, 
WEDNESDAY, Neve 8. 

Tue Kine werfus Tuomas MILLER. 


HE defendant was conviéted at the fittings after Jaft 
Trinity Term of keeping a common gaming-houfe, 
and appeared in Court to receive judgment. 

Mr. Erfkine faid it was now opento him to ftate any 
circumftances in mitigation of punifhment. The defendant 
had totally given up all conneétion with gaming-houfes, was 
married to a very refpectable woman, and if not deprived of 
his liberty, would be able to fupport himfelf and family with 
credit. 

The Lord Chief Juftice faid they had confidered this cafe 
as wellas they could; it was an offence of great enormity, 
and in which the public were very deeply interefted, 

Mr. Erfkine obferved, that the defendant had been in prifon 
curing the whole of the long vacation, and that his conduct in 
jail had been moft exemplary. 

The Lord Chief Juftice told him, the Court had taken 
that circumftance into their confideration in apportioning his: 
puvifhment. 

Mr. Juftice Afhhurft pronounced fentence to the following’ 
effect :— 
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Thomas Miller, you have been tried and found guilty by a 
jury of your country, on an indictment, charging that you, on 
a certain day therein named, at Weftminfter, as well as on 
other days, in this county, unlawfully and injurioufly kept and 
maintained acommon gaming houfe, and did on thofe days 
caufe and procure divers idle and evil-difpofed perfons to free 
quent your gaming-houfe, and to play at a certain unlawful 
game called Hazard, for large and exceflive fums of moncy, 
‘There are other counts in the indictment, nearly to the fame 
effect. This crime is proved on you by the moft fatisfafory 
evidence. It appears that you made very light of it; for it 
was proved that you faid, * You did not much care for the 
event of the trial—though Lord Kenyon had threatened the 
pillory, every body would know what it was for, and that it 
was no difgrace.” You faid farther, “ That you could take 
500). from your coffers, and not even milsit.” This kind of 
language feems to me to intimate that you are very far gone 
in this trade of iniquity. But whatever you may think, who- 
ever weighs this crime in the feale of tober reafoning will 
think very different cn the fubject; and I do not helitate to 
fay, that this crime of gaming, which you have made your 
trade and bufinefs to encourage, is a crime of greater enore 
mity, and of more deftruéctive confequences to fociety, than 

sany which the laws of the country have made capital. 
What is ti crime of ftealing 2 fheep, or picking a pocket of 
an handkerchief, when placed in competition with this crime 
traced through all its confequences ? 

With regard to thofe in the higher walks of life, experience 
tells us it often leads to teli-murder, and duelling about 
gaming debts, which terminates in the total ruin of families 
once opulent ; and reduces to beggary their innocent and help 
Jefs chifdren: And as for thofe in a lower {phere of life, when 
they have loft their money, they often betake theméclves to 
houle- breaking and the high-way, in order to replenith their 
coffers, and at laft often end their lives by the hand of juftice. 
This is the fhort hiftory of this deltruClive vice. 

‘But even, if it does not happen to lead abfolutely to thefe 
deftructive confequences, yet the ravages it makes ia the 
minds of thofe who are thoroughly tainted with it, is enough 
to fill the foul of every thinking man with horror. It hardens 
the heart, and extinguifhes every generous principle in the 
minds of thofe who are addicied to it. It extinguifhes all 
traces of friencfhip; for how can that fociety defer.e the 
name of friendthip where men only mect to plan cach other’s 
ruin

ruin and deftru&ion? It eftranges thofe who are guilty of it 
from the fociety of their own families, which ought to be the 
feat of their happinefs, and fixes all their attention on the 
capricious chance of a dice or a card :—A {ftrar se employ- 
ment this for rational men, who were fent into the world for 
far nobler ends and purpofes. Is this the foil where the feeds 
of genuine patriotifm can be expe‘ted to expand and flourifh ? 
Can the heart of that man ever feel for the diftreffes of his 
fellow creatures, which is fixed only on the fordid love of 
gain? 

I with the world could be prevailed upon to {ce this vice 
{tripped of its robe of fafhion, and they would be ftruck with 
horror at the fight of its native deformity. But yet, notwith- 
ftanding the heinoufnefs and baneful tendency of this vice, fo 
callous are you grown in iniquity, that inftead of feeling 
compunction ‘and penitence for having fo long encouraged 
and affifted the propagation of it, you have the audacity 
publicly to avow, that there is no difgrace in the pillory when 
it is known to be for fuch a faule; as if this crime could 
give dignity to any fituation. What matchlefs profligacy is 
this ! 

But fince ali fenfe of fhame is extinguifhed, it is neceflary 
that this Court fhould make you fecl by the feverity of punifh- 
ment. ‘The Court has taken into confideration the punifh- 
ment they mean to inflict, and the length of time you have 
been in prifon; and having done fo, we do order and adjudge 
that for this offence, you do pay a fine of Sool. tothe King ; 
that you be imprifoned forthe {pace of one year in the Houfe 
of Correction tor this county, in Cold-Bath-fields ; and that 
at the expiration of that period, you give fecurity for your 
good behaviour for the term of feven years, yourfelf in 60o0l. 
and your two fureties in 250!. each, and that you be farther 
imprifoned ti!l {uch fine be paid and furecties found as aforefaid. 
There is another circumftance which I might have mentioned : 
It appeared that you played with loaded dice. The Court 
has not taken that into confideration, as it is not charged in the 
indiment. 

Lord Kenyon.—** If that circumflance had been charged 
in the indictment, the punifhment certainly would not have 
fLopped where it has done.” 
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MODE of COURTSHIP in LAPLAND. 


HE fea Laplanders and the mountain Laplanders differ 

confiderably from each other in cuftoms and manners. 

The fea Laplander, or fitherman, is more ftationary than the 

other, and, in fome refpects, more comfortably fituated, though ' 

not fo rich as the mountaineer, whofe numerous herds of reine 
deer afford him every neceflary of life. 

One rein-deer cow becomes the property of a child as foon 
asitis born, The calves of this cow are carefully preferved, 
and the young Laplander finds a valuable eftate belonging to 
him, when he arrives at the age of difcretion, and when he is 
qualified to begin the trade of his fathers. But, among the 
Laplanders, as among other northern nations, a man is not 
looked upon to be properly eftablifhed in the world before he is 
married. A Lapland youth, whether infpired by love’s fweet 
flame, or enamoured with jointure-land, commences his {uit by 
prefenting the young lacy with rich furs or fuch articles, and 
the parents with brandy. Upon this momentous occation, and 
in his journey to the but of his lafs, which is fometimes at a 
great diftance, the lover is accompanied with a friend. The 
dying (wain allows this friend to go firft into the cottage : He 
remains in the cold fields, and waits with equal patience and 
anxiety to hear of his tate. The falute upon entering their 
houfes is by inclining the head, and by naming the inhabitants 
holy brothers, or holy fifters. 

lf the brandy is accepted by the parents, and the eloquent 
{peech delivered by this Jove-token approved of, the young 
man, covered with a wolf-fkin, is defired to approach. En- 
couraged by this dawn of hope, he ftrokes his forehead, and 
makes an oration upon the beauty and high accomplifhments 
of bis intended bride, as his procurator had immediately before 
upon the wealth and courage of the fuitor. Should it happen 
thatthe young couple are neither of them rich, they remain 
for fome time with the bride’s parents, and until they have 
acquired, by their induflrious exertions, a fufficient ftock. 

If, after matters have been agreed upon, the bride retract 
from her engagements, the parents are obliged to ieturn every 
prefent made during the courtlhip, and to pay the expence 
which the bridegroom had been put to in brandy and other are 
ticles, in entertainments. 

The original ceremonials of marrizge in Lapland were 


very fimple, and required only the confeat of the parties and a 
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been converted to Chriftianity, permit the Ruffian, Swedifh, or 
Norwegian prieft to unite their hands. 

The newly married couple being arrived in their hut, com- 
mence the bufinefs of life. The hufband attends to his herds 
or to his fifhing, as his ficuation may be upon the mountains or 
by the fea fhore. The wife is employed within doors in 
manufacturing not only all articles of drefs, but in making 
furniture, as cradle, {poons, fhovels, and difhes of various 
forts; the hufband aflifts in thefe ts rote when at leifure. 
The Laplanders ufe no chairs: Like their anceftors in Afiay 

they fit crofs legged upon mars or fkins laid upon the floor, 
which ferve, at the ig time, for the table-cloth at dinner and 
other meals.

vy the harbour, and oppofite to the town, is ano- 


ther [pecies of manufacture, for converting the blub- 
ber of whales into oil, for which an exclufive privilege was 
given toa company, on paying one fifth of its profits to go- 
vernment. 

At Val Longo, in another part of the harbour, are ware- 
houles for the reception and fale of flaves from Angola and 
Benguela, on the coaft of Africa, Out of twenty thoufand, 
purchaled annually for the Brazils, Rio took five thoufand, of 
which the average price was twenty pounds fterling cach. 
The Queen of Portugal receives fixty thoufand pounds per 
annum, into her privy purfe, by a duty of ten thoufand rees, 

on each flave, paid before they are fhip ped from Africa. The 
Brazilsy it was computed, contained fix hundred thoufand 
flaves, born in Africa, or defcended from thole who were 
there; the whites were eitimated at two hundred thoufand. 

The original inbabitants of Brazil are low in fature, muf- 
cular, flout, and ative; of a light brown complexion, ttraighe 
black hair, little beard, long dark eyes, but with tokens of in- 
telleét, They entertained an implacable antipathy to the ine 
vaders of their country; they fhun the fettlements of the 
Portuguefe, but maflacre individuals, without remorfe, where 
ever they are found fcattered or unprotected, 

The 
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The fertile valley of Tijouca excited notice. It was ire 
rigated by a pure ftream, which, on its firft entrance, was pre- 
cipitated down a fteep and broad rock of granite, forming a 
magnificent cafcade. Inthe {pace of a few fquare yards, in- 
digo, coffee, manioc, cocoa, or chocolate treees, fugar canes, 
plantains, and orange lime trees, all grew promifcuoully, 
The fame articles, with the addition of rice, pepper, and to- 
bacco, were produced in other diftri&s. The vine alfo floue 
rifhed, but the grape is prohibited from being preffed. 

The whole of the Brazils is divided into eight govern. 
ments ; the revenue is eftimated at about a million {terling, 
of which one third was confumed in the expences of admini- 
ftration, The principal feat of government, and chief mart 
for commerce, was formerly at Bahia dos Tddos os Santos ; 
but the difcovery of the diamond and gald mines, within a 
hundred leagues of Rio de Janeiro, caufed its removal to this 
place, whofe governor has the title of Viceroy. 

Rio is protected by feveral fimall forts and batteries, fo de- 
tached as to impede the progrefs of an enemy. Its military 
eftablifhment confifls of, including two battalions of difci- 
plined militia, ten thoufand men; exclufive of a numerous 
undifciplined militia, moftly in the city and its vicinity. 

The fort of Santa Cruz was the chief defence of the har- 
bour. It mounts twenty-three guns towards the fea, and 
thirty-three to the northward and we(tward ; and is flanked 
by batteries to the ealtward and weftward. The city of Rio 
depended moftly for prote@ion on the works ereted on Sere 
pent Ifland. Thelength of this is about three hundred yards, 
and mounts forty-fix guns, facing different points of the 
compals, 

The anxious defire his Excellency had to attain the place 
of his deftination, hurried him on board before he was quite 
recovered from an indifpofition he had at fea ; and as foon as 
the two thips had completed their wood and water, they 
weighed their anchors, and on the 17th of December, 1792, 
proceeded on the voyage. 

In order to fecure the trade winds, the Lion and Hindoftan 
took a fouthesly courle from Rio, till they got into the thirty 
feventh degree of fouthern Jatitude, where the prevailing 
winds are chiefly welterly, favourable to fhips bound to Afia. 
In this track tempeftuous weather is frequent, and the fqualls 
fudden and violent ; every poffible precaution was therefore 
taken to guard again{i danger. 
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The navigation was continued in this parallel for fome days, 
with a defirable breeze from the weftward; and on the 31rft 
of December, 1792, the iflands of Triftan d’Acunha hove ia 
fight. Only the largeft bears that name; the others are fub- 
diftinguifhed by the appellations of InacceSible and Nightin~ 
gale Iflands. 

Inacceffible is a high bluff, about nine miles in circume 
ference. It has a very forbidding appearance, and may be 
feen. at the diftance of twelve or fourteen leagues. Its lati- 
tude is thirty-feven degrees nineteen minutes fouth; its lon 
gitude eleven degrees fifty minutes weft from Greenwich. 

Nightingale Ifland is irregular in form, with a hollow ia 
the middle, and is feven or eight miles in circumference, with 
{mall rocky ifles at its fouthern extremity. : Its latitude is 
thirty-feven degrees twenty-nine minutes fouth ; its longitude 
eleven degrees forty-eight minutes weft, and may be defcried 
at feven or cight leagues diftance. 

The land of Triftan d’Acunha is exceedingly high, dif- 
coverable at the diftance of twenty-five leagues. It feems 
about fifteen miles in circumference. ‘Towards the north 
part of this ifland there is an clevation a thoufand feet perpen- 
dicular from the fea; then commences a level}, or, in the fea 
phrafe, a table land, extending to the centre of the ifland; 
and afterwards arifes a conical mountain, not very difiimilar 
to the peak at Teneriffe, as feen from the bay of Santa Cruz. 
Having previoufly examined the fhore, and taken foundings 
in boats, the Lion ftood in and znchored in the evening, on 
the north fide, in thirty fathoms water. When the thip was 
at anchor, fhe was overfhadowed by the datk mafs of that 
portion of the ifland whole fides feemed to rile like a mofse 
grown wall immediately from the ocean. 

This ifland was not explored on account of an accident,— 
A fudden guft of wind ftarted the Lion’s anchor, and obliged 
her, for fafety, to put to fea. But from good meridional obe 
fervations, and by ihe aid of accurate time-picces, the fpot 
where the Lion lay was determined to be thirty-feven degrecs 

fix minutes fouth latitude, and eleven degrees forty-three mi- 
nutes weft longitude, which is a pofition two degrees eaft of 
the longitude as laid down in charts. The variation of the 
compafs was feven degrees weltward from the pole. Fahren- 
heit’s thermometer ftood at fixty feven degrecs. The {word 
fith, whales of every fpecies, fea lions and feals, penguins and 
albatroiles, frequent this coalt. 
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Thefe iflands are fifteen hundred miles diftant from any 
land to the weftward or northward of them. Being in the 
general track to China, and to the coaft of Coronandel, by 
the outer paflage, they merit particular examination. In cir- 
cumftances requiring difpatch, a vefiel might come from 
England to Triftan d’Acunha without ftopping by the way, 
and thence proceed to India or China. A {ettlement, indeed, 
has been twice in contemplation. One projeét was, to make 
it a mart for the light manufactures of Hindoftan, {uited to 
warm Climates, for the filver of the Spanifh fettlements in 
South America; the other, as a proper fituation for drying 
and preparing the furs of fea lions and feals, and for extracting 
the fpermaceti of the white or long-nofed whale, and the 
whalebone and oil of the black fpecies. 

In the paflage from the above ifland, the Lion croffed the 
meridian of London on the 5th of January, 1793. Whenin 
the latitude of forty-one degrees fouth, they met with ftrong 
breezes. The wind was from north-weft to fouth-weft ; the 
former producing fogs and rain, the latter clear and cold 
weather. During the whole way only one gale of wind was 
experienced, which was to the eaftward of Madagafear. It 
began from the north-eaft, and ended in the fouth-welt, 
blowing violently in all direGtions. ‘The fhip laboured much, 
and rolled gunwale under water. 

Approaching within thirty leagues of St. Paul and Am- 
fterdam, a few feals and penguins made their appearance : 
A current was alfo obferved to fet due fouth, at the rate of a 
mile an hour. The weather was now moderate and warm, 
for though inthe month of January, it fhould be recollected, 
that in this hemifphere it is a part of fummer.* 

On the rft of February were perceived the iflands of Ame 
fterdam and St. Paul, They arein the fame degree of longi- 
tude, but at feventeen miles diftance. The Dutch circum- 
navigators, as well as Captain Cook, give the name of Am- 
iterdam to the nozthern, and of St. Paul to the fouthern; but 
moft others reverfe them, calling the fouthernmoft Amfterdam, 

As the thip drew near the fhore, two human figures were 
feen moving uppa the land. ‘“Fhey made and waved a fignal, 
by tying ahandkerchief to apole; and the rational conjecture 
arofe, that they were perfons who had fuffered thipwreck. 
The Lion anchored in twenty-five fathoms water, about a 
mile from fhore, manned a boat, and fent her into the bafon to 
thofe men to learn their hiftory, and to offer them affiftance.— 
There were five menin all, tor by this time thiee others, their 
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companions, had joined them. Two of them were Englifh, 
and the reft French; one of thefe, the chief or fuperintendant, 
was intelligent and communicative. They came laft in a 
trading veficl from the ifle of France, and had been left there 
purpofely to provide a cargo of twenty five thoufand feal fkins, 
of which they had already procured eight thoufand, for the 
Canton market. ‘This veflel was gone to Nootka Sound;.on 
the north-weft coaft of America, with a view of bringing a 
quantity of fea-otter fkins to China, and afterwards of calling 
for the cargo of feal fkins at this place, to be likewife carried to 
China; proceeding thus, alternately between Nootka and 
Amfterdam ifland,

AFFECTING and interefting COMMUNICATION. 
[From the Monthly Magazine. } 


To th EDITOR, 
SIR, 

AS your ufeful and entertaining mifcellany maintains a 
very extenfive circulation throughout every county in the 
kingdom, I am induced, from this confideration, to tran{mit 
you the particular defcription of a perfon, unknown, found 
fuffocated and drowned in Seamill-dock, about 24 miles from 
the city of Briftol, within the tything of Stoke Bifhop, and 
parifh of Weftbury-upon-Trim, which may probably meet 

the eye of fome relative or acquaintance of the deceafed. 
Early in the afternoon of Friday, the 2gth day of Septem» 
ber laft, information was fent me by two gentlemen, that ia 
their walk along the banks of the river, leading from the Hot- 
wells to Seamill-dock, they were defirous of taking a furvey 
of the old ruins of the dock (formerly a place in great repute), 
when cafting their eyes over the wall, in an obfure corner, 
they faw the body of a man above the furface of the water, 
then flowing out, requefting the attendance of the pariflr 
officers to take charge of it. I immediately fent for the overs 
feer of the poor, and, with my fervant, attended him to the 
{pot where the man was found. In the mean time, the gentles 
men had hailed a boat going down the river, it being then 
about half-tide out, and prevailed on them to row into the 
dock, to make the body faft to an old ladder, that ftill remains 
againft the wall, under the ruins of a crane; andin this ftate 
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I found him. ‘The tide had now flowed out below the body, 
and afforded me an opportunity of taking a particular furvey 
of him. The attitude in which he lay drew my attention: 
His lett leg was funk in the mud upto his knee, his right leg 
was but little immerfed 5 his body bent forward in a ftooping 
pofture, and his arms extended as far as he could reach, as if 
in the a&@ of faving himfelf from farther immerfion in the 
mud. It appeared evident to me, that no accidental fall could 
poffibly leave a man in that fingular pofture ; and I fufpe&ed 
that he had purpofely jumped off the dock wall, about twenty 
feet high from the mud, at ebb or fall of théstide, when the 
water was fhallow over the mud. With fome difficulty the 
body was got out, and on the following day an inqueft was 
taken: The jury returned a verdift—* Found drowned 
and fuffocated, but by what means no evidence appeared before 
them.” 

The perfon was well drefled, but nothing found in his 
pockets, except(a {mall miniature portrait of a lady, carefully 
wrapped up in paper,‘and tied round with filk ; it was drawn 
in water-colours on a piece of ivory, aboutan inch and a half 
long: Now in my poflcfiion. ‘The colours are effaced by the 
fea-water, but the image is vifible. 

The following defcription of his perfon I get inferted in all 
the Briftol papers :— 

“ Saturday laft, the 30th September, Mr. Joyner, one of 
the coronsrs of the county of Gloucefter, took an ingueft on 
the body of a perfon unknown, found the day before fuffocated 
and drowned in Seamill-dock, within the parifh of Weltbury- 
upon-Trim and county of Gloucefter: He appeared to be 
about five feet four inches high, with fhort hair, over which he 
wore a wig; ftout and well made: Had on an exceeding 
good light drab cloth coat; light cotton waiftcoat, bound 
round the pockets with blue ilk ribband 5 lighe velveteen 
breeches, with white metal buttons ; a linen fhirt, frilled at the 
befom; brown ribbed worfted ftockings, apparently new 3 
and a pair of new pumps, wit: tics. He appeared to be about 
thirty years of age, and to have been drowned two or three 
weeks.” 

The foregoing defcription brought forward two women, 
who called twice at a public-houfe about a quarter of a mile 
diftant from the fpot where the body was found, They faid 
the defcription anfwered to a perion that did lodge in their 
neighbourhood in Briftol; that he was a ftranger in the city, 
and lately comic from London. That, fuppofing him to bethe 
perfon 
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perfon drowned, they had fearched his lodgings, and there 
found a red leather pocket-book, in which was written the 
name Daw or Doe, together with the ‘addrefs of a perfon of 
the fame name in London, to whom they had written on the 
fubje&. The women omitting telling the name of the ftreet 
of their refidence, has hitherto prevented me from finding them 
out. 

On Saturday, the 14th inft. a gentleman that formerly lived 
at Seamills, when the dock was in its. profperity, vilited the 
ruins of th@giarchoufes aud tenements adjoining, one of 
which tenem has its rooms perfe@tandentire. In the attic 
ftory he perceived much writing on the wall, which proves 
to be the diary of this ftranger, found drowned. As foon as 
the report reached me, I vifited the tenement, and copied 
trom the wall the following diary, well written with a blacks 
Jead pencil, aud nearly in the following order of time. 

“ However fingularly it may appear, J could not but take 
notice, upon my entering this uninhabited tenement, of a fmall 
piece of an old new{paper, which had contained anaccount of 
the unforcunate catattrophe which happened at Brown Hill, 
near Burflem, in Staffordhhire, between Mr. Oliver, the apo- 
thecary, and Mr. Wood, for which the former fuffered at 
Stafford this day fortnight; it ftruck me with fympathetic 
horror, having lived in that country many years. It brought 
many-of my imprudencies to recolle&tion, for which I fincerely 
repent.

“ Weare not our own keepers; but were we to foliow 
God’s word, and live to him, it would afford us comfort here, 
and Heaven hereafter.

© ] did not know, till furprized by the little girl coming into 
this dittrefled apartment, whom thefe premifes belonged to. 
But Lord de Clifford will forgive me.” 


Atthe bottom of the ftair-cafe is written, on the wall, in 
front going down :— 
“ Redeem my foul from the water.” 


Thus 
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Thus ends the diary of this extraordinary ftranger. It is to 
be obferved, that molt of the fentences had the private mark 
of N, either at the top or bottom, generally at the bottom, 
immediately before the day ef the month, The uninhabited 
tenement is about ten or twelve yards diftant from the {pct 
where he launched himfelf off, and isthe property of Lord de 
Clifford. 

Ite is very evident that this ftranger had received a liberal 
education, or he poiiciied an uncommon ftrong mind. It is 
conjectured by fome that he was infane, but, when I confider 
how well finithtd moft of his fentences and periods are, and 
that many of them were written from the impulfz of the mo- 
ment, [ behold him as a man in full poffefion of his intel- 
Jeétual faculties, and, witha collected mind, calmly refigned to 
his fate. He came there on the 11th, with a determined refo- 
lution of drowning himfelf at the evening tide, confequently 
all that he wrote on the 12th could not have been premeditated, 
but were the thoughts of the moment, that arofe in his mind on 
the prolonging of his exiftence. He certainly poflefled a 
noble and generous minds; for where he mentioned his ac- 
quaintance as hethought harfhiy, a fenteace immediately fol- 
lows to foften the rebuke. 

I thall feel great fatisfa@tion, Mr. Editor, to hear that the 
diary, and pertonal defcription of this ftranger, aiay meet the 
eye of fome one of his relatives or acquaintance, and I know 
of no publication fo likely to procure this object as the 
Monthly Magazine.
